Epic poems have been written of deeds less heroic than that enacted 
by Mayor Holland Marvin, of Syracuse, N. Y., who recently faced 165 
women employes of the city and gave them their choice of taking a 
year's leave of absence or being dismissed. The Mayor's action was the 
cnlmination of a plan to relieve distress caused by unemployment in 
the city. 
His scheme calls for the suspension, voluntary or other- 


wise, of all married women on the municipal payroll who are ade- 
quately provided for by their husbands, the positions thus vacated to 
be given to men or -women who are in dire need. To the eternal credit 
of the women concerned be it known that practically all agreed with 
Mayor Marvin and declared their intention of applying for leave of 
absence. Of course, there were a few dissenters, but it would be noth- 
ing less than miraculous if 165 women agreed upon any one subject. 
The Mayor'* plan ha* attracted nation-wide attention and it i* ex- 
pected that not only other municipalities but also big industrial con» 
cerns will follow the Mayor's lead.

IPHTHERIA used to be one 


of the most dreaded of aJJ 
diseases. It afflicted young 


and old. 
Fifty years ago the 


deaths in this country from diph- 
theria w e r e 
about 115 per- 
sons o u t of 
every 
100,000 


of the popula- 
tion. Last year 
there were less 
than six persons 
out 
of 
every 


100,000. 


I am happy 


to say that be- 
cause of i m - 
munizaiion this 
disease can now 
b e 
prevented. 


By means of the 
Dr. Copeland 


Schick test" we can determine 


whether a person will contract the 
disease if exposed to diphtheria. 


This is a simple and painless 


procedure. It can be given by any 
physician, or by the local health of- 
ficer. The test consists of injecting 
into the skin a tiny drop of toxin 
This causes a welt, or swelling. If 
this swelling disappears quickly the 
test Is regarded as "negative." If the 
spot turns red and stays red for 
about a week or longer, the test is 
called -positive." When the test is 
positive it means that the Individual, 
unless immunized, can contract the 
disease. 


This knowledge is of tremendous 


ralue In saving the lives ot chllrden. 
If all children were tested and im- 
munized against diphtheria the dis- 
ease would be completely eradicated. 
This protection can be given at any 
age. 
even to a baby when but six 
months old. 


The Immunization Is produced by 


the Injection of a. substance called 
"toxin-anti-toxin." Three Injections 
are given at weekly intervals. There 
are no serious after effects from this 
treatment and often the child Is un- 
aware of the injection. 


Scientists agree 
that 
no child 


should be denied this protection. It 
is believed, too. that the injections 
should be given as early as possi- 
ble. 
The reason for this is that 


diphtheria is most dangerous be- 
tween the ages of six months and 
five years. Please remember that few 
children are naturally immune to 
diphtheria. If a child is immune to 
diphtheria that Is all the better, of 
course, but the fact can only be de- 
termined by the Schick test. 


If your child has received a Schick 
test and it was found to be positive, 
do not hesitate or delay the injec- 
tions. 
If your child has not been 


"Schicked." attend to the matter at 
once. 


Bear in mind that diphtheria Is def- 


initely preventable. But the means 
of protection for your child can be 
applied only by your consent. 


Parents who have children under 
school age should talk with the 
family doctor or health officer about 
this important measure. 
This p-o- 


tection is within the reach of every- 
one. 
There is no excuse lor not 


protecting your child from diphtheria.

are given at weekly intervals. There 
are no serious after effects from this 
treatment and often the child is un­ 
aware of the injection. 
Scientists 
ag ree 
that 
no 
child 
should be denied this protection. It 
is believed, too, that the injections 
should be given as early as possi­ 
ble 
The 
reason 
for this is that 
diphtheria 
is 
most 
dangerous be­ 
tween the ag es of six months and 
five years. Please remember that few 
children 
are 
naturally 
immune 
to 
diphtheria. 
If a child is immune to 
diphtheria that is all the better, of 
course, but the fact can only be de­ 
termined by the Schick test. 
If your child has received a Schick 
test and it was found to be positive, 
do not hesitate or delay the injec­ 
tions. 
If your child has not been 
“ Schicked,” attend to the matter at 
once. 
Bear in mind that diphtheria is def­ 
initely preventable. 
But the means 
of protection for your child can he 
applied only by your consent. 
Parents who have children under 
school 
age 
should 
talk 
with 
the 
family doctor or health officer about 
this important measure.
